policy in the federal chancellery. 

At the MTnf tri-np, Mr. Stnh^l 
disclosed that State Secretory Fer- 
dinand Duckwi£z,.the Na 2 man in 
the Steelgn Office, would, journey 
to Warsaw Feb. 5. to initiate nego- 
tiations with Poland.

At the same time Mr. Scheel 
indicated the Brandt government 
believes, that the true signs, of how 
far it can -get in the dialogue it 
is seeking with Communist East 
Germany; win emerge from the 
Bahr mission to Moscow and the 
Duckwitz mission to Warsaw, rather 
than from East. Berlin itself. 

A week ago East Germany's 
leader, Walter UIhricht, signaled at 
a news conference, that his govern- 
ment was prepared to -face Bonn 
with an open agenda. But he 
warned repeatedly that the “only 
realistic starting point” for rela- 
tions between the two German 
itcs was “internationally legal 
recognition” between Bonn -and 
East Berlin. 

Since then East Germany has 
harassed motor traffic to - and 
from- West Berlin, isolated 110- 
miles in si de East G ermany . 

Meanwhile, Bonn -is waiting for 
a reply to Mr. Brandt’s letter of 
last Thur sday to Ore East German 
premier.

This afternoon, the c han c ell or's 
chief spokesman, Conrad Aiders, 
said that Bonn 'might- consider 
"modifying or completely chang-

Shipment Called ‘Important’ 


U.S. Airplane Parts Seised 
On El Al Airliner in Geneva 


GENEVA Jan. 27 (NYT).— Swiss 
authorities seized as “war mate- 
rial” a shipment of spare aircraft 
parts found aboard ah El A air- 
liner Saturday during- a stopover 
at Geneva on a flight from Amster- 
dam to Tel Aviv. 

In. announcing the action today, 
e.Hp government said the . shipment 
was seized and an investigation 
started because transit authoriza- 
tion, required for all war materials, 
had not been obtained. 

. The Swiss statement described 
the shipment as large, and 
consisting off. spare parts of mil- 
itary aircraft. - *. ' ' ' 

. ‘Completely Above' Board? . 

Joseph BApelner. chief represen- 
tative in Switzerland of the Israeli 
ataUna. said the shipment originat- 
ed in New York and weighed some 
3,300 pounds. ..It. was a ^complete- 
ly above board” commercial con- 
signment accurately 'described in 
the - accompanying documents as 
"aircraft spare parts," he said.' 

Mr. Kapelner said that & mistake 
had .been -made -by El- Al when it 
put the shipment aboard a plane 
stopping in Geneva. There were 
many El Al flights to Tel Aviv on 


which the parts could have been 
dripped without pasting through 
Switzerland, he commented. 

Under the Swiss law invoked to 
stize the shipment “even buttons 
for a military uniform” can be 
considered war material, the airline 
official said. 

“There was no attempt to con- 
ceal the shipment,” he continued, 
“and the violation of the law was 
a technical one due to a mistake.” 
He hoped to obtain the release of 
the shipment quickly, he said. 

Because . the .consignment was 
shipped from -the United Sates, 
private Israeli sources believed 
that the spore .parts were for the 
American Phantom fighter-bombers 
used by the. Israeli Air Force. 
However, there was no official 
confirmation of this. 

El Al planes have been kept un- 
der close watch by the Swiss au- 
thorities ever since one was at- 
tacked by. four Arab terrorists in 
Zurich a year ago. -The Swiss view 
with concern the finding .of “war 
material" aboard an Israeli airliner 
because the Arab terrorists at? 
tempted to picture their raid on 
the E3 Al- plane as a. military 
operation.

Nixon Calls 
Vetoed Bill 

Inflationist 

Money Package 
Labeled ‘Unfair’

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 tWPi. 
—President Nixon told Congress 
today that he vetoed a $19.7 billion 
health-education -labor appropria- 
tion bin because It would promote 
Inefficiency, misdirect federal 
money and feed inflation 

Mr. Nixon had signed his veto 
message on national television last 
night after telling the American 
people that to do otherwise would 
be to surrender in the fight 
against inflation. Congress added 
$U26 billion to the bill, beyond 
what Mr. Nixon had asked for, 
mainly to boost certain educational 
programs. 

The President, who sent the 
measure back to Congress today 
with a lengthy formal message 
explaining Iris rejection, said in 
Iris TV statement last night that 
the Increased appropriation is not 
“In the best Interest of all the 
American people because It is the 
wrong amount for the wrong pur- 
pose at the wrong time." 

Democratic congressional leaders 
were cautiously claiming they had 
the necessary two-thirds majority 
to overturn Mr. Nison's veto, but 
Republican legislative leaden dis- 
puted this. 

GOP Senate leader Hugh Scott 
(Fa.) said Republicans in the 
House — or, foiling that, in the 
Senate— would support the Presi- 
dent and muster enough strength, 
including sympathetic Democrats, 
to sustain the presidential turn- 
down. 

The House votes tomorrow on 
the veto. If it overrides, the 
Senate then would vote, although 
no time has yet been set lor this. 

School Giants 

The corfc of Mr. Nixon's objec- 
tion to the bQl appeared to be a 
$600 million item for grants to 
schools in areas where large num- 
bers of children of federal em- 
ployees and of servicemen attend 
public school The administration 
had asked for just over $200 mil- 
lion. Li his veto message today, 
Mr. Nixon said: 

“Four successive Presidents have 
tried to reduce or reorient this 
program. Yet the Congress, in 
this bill, not only perpetuates this 
unfair program, it adds money to 
it. It is wrong to sharply Increase 
the impacted school-aid program 
in the face of the need to make 
long-overdue reforms in this law.

U.S. Airlift

LAGOS, Jan. 27 (AF).— Political 
wrangling is tying up a U-S.-fl- 
nanced airlift to shuttle vital sup- 
plies from Lagos to a million refu- 
gees in the east, Informed sources 
said today. 

The International Committee of 
the Red Cross (ICRC) Intended to 
use the four 14-ton C-97 Strato- 
freighters which the American 
government made available last 
year. Two or three DC-6s charter- 
ed with U.S. donations were to 
join in. 

Now, only a 14-ton Traxu&ll 
rushed in as a substitute is Hying, 
and it has made just two trips. 

In another development, sources 
close to the Archbishop of Lagos 
revealed that the 32 Irish znis- 
sionaires detained at Port Harcourt 
were being brought to Lagos "and 
almost certainly will be deported.” 
Britain Blamed 

Catholic authorities blame the 
British High Commission for play- 
ing a part in the expulsion, the 
sources said. 

Relief workers back from what 
was Biafra reported a slight Im- 
provement, but said conditions 
would remain serious for a long 
time. 

The four-nation international 
observer team left for another 
look today after reliable sources 
said they were deeply divided over 
reported indiscipline among the 
conquering Third Marine Com- 
mando Division.

Bizarre Story 

Bankers Interviewed told 
bizarre story of what happened to 
their branches Inside Biafra.

runaway banks operating in the 
bush. Without exception, the 
foreign banks with branches in 
Port Harcourt were in continuous 
operation throughout the war." 

About July, 1987, when the war 
in the Port Harcourt area "heated 
up," as a banker put it, most of 
the Inter national hanks pulled out 
their expatriate managers and left 
the branches in the hands of their 
most senior Nigerian officials. 

Then Lt. CoL Odumegwu OJukwu, 
the rebel leader, decided to set up 
a Bank of Biafra by taking over the 
Port Harcourt branch of the 
Central Bank of Nigeria, the state 
bank that Is the local equivalent of 
the Bank of England. It was in 
this branch that most of the for- 
eign banks operating in the Eastern 
Region kept their central funds on 
deposit. 

Gen. Gowon tried to cut the 
Biafrans off at the vault by issu- 
ing new Nigerian currency and 
calling back the old money. Col. 
Ojukwu responded by Issuing his 
own Blafran money. 

Into the Jungle 

As the federal armies took the 
offensive and Biafra began to 
shrink, the foreign bank managers, 
most of them Ibos, picked up their 
ledgers and headed into the Jungle. 
When Port Harcourt fell, the In- 
ternational banks were astonished 
to find that their old Port Harcourt 
branch was doing business some- 
where else. 

When the federal armies retook 
Port Harcourt and other cities, the 
government ordered the banks to 
reopen. But. according to the bank- 
ing sources, this never happened 
because the Central Bazik o! 
Nigeria could not decide what to 
do about the foreign bank assets 
held In its branch taken over by 
rebels. 

"It’s very difficult." a source ad- 
mitted. "What about the balances 
we had with the central bank In 
Fort Harcourt? Will the bank give 
ftound-for-paund value up to May, 
1967, when Ojukwu established his 
Bank of Biafra? And we don’t know 
what well get for the Bi&fran 
balances, much less the old 
Nigerian money that was replaced.” 


'Girlfriends, No'

Griticism of Thant

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Jan. 27

• United Arab Republic: Of a 
total of 600 Jews remaining In the 
country, 81 are still Interned in a 
camp at Tourah. Conditions are 
poor and no Impartial Inspection 
has been permitted, but Tourah 
is described as a great Improve- 
ment over the tortures, the gaunt- 
let and dally beatings Inflicted In 
orisons during the early months 
following the six-day war between 
Israel and the Arab states In June, 
1967. 

• Syria: The Syrian Jews, now 
estimated at 2,000 to 4,000, were re- 
ported to be barred from leaving 
their cities and subject to frequent 
curfews. They are barred from 
employment in government enter- 
prises and seme professions, denied 


not to trade with Jewish merchants. 

• Iraq: At least 19 Jews were 
executed in Iraq last year. A 
witness said at least one of the 44 
persons executed last week for an 
alleged plot to overthrow the gov- 
ernment was a Jew, Albert Nounou, 
who had been in prison since the 
1967 war, and could hardly have 
been plotting a coup. He was one 
of about GO Jews still held since 
then, without charges. 

The Jewish community of Iraq, 
which numbered 150,000 after 
World War II, emigrated en masse 
following the Israeli- Arab conflicts, 
so that only 2,500 to 3,000 were 
left when the 1967 war came. 
Barred from leaving, they are also 
subjected to the economic handi- 
caps imposed in Syria, are under 
close police surveillance and carry 
yellow identity cars identifying 
them as Jews.

Arabs Denounce U.S. Pledge

Poland Expels 
Three From 
U.K. Embassy 


LONDON, Jan. 37 (NYT). — Po- 
land expelled three members of the 
British Bhbaasy staff today to 
reprisal for the recent expulsion 
of four members of Its embassy 
here, the Foreign and Common- 
wealth Office announced tonight 

It said the Poles made no specific 
allegations against the three Brit- 
ans, a defense and' air attach^, a 
second secretary and a clerical of- 
ficer. They were given until Sat- 
urday to leave. 

"It is clear that their action 
amounts to retaliation,” the Foreign 
Office said, confirming for the first 
time that four members of the 
Polish Embassy to London "had 
been engaging to inadmissible ac- 
tivities” and had been expelled 
from Britain. 

They included Col. Czeslaw 
Tanana, assistant military, air and 
naval attach^, and Janusz Prys- 
trom, a second secretary. Col. 
Tanana left early in December, 
and Mr. Prystrom last week along 
with two clerks to the military 
attache's office 


Previous Expulsions 

There were reports last week 
that the Polish diplomats had been 
expelled from Britain, but the 
Foreign Office refused to confirm 
or deny them then.

Regular Trips 

Mr. Fleetwood was arrested on 
Information received from federal 
authorities In San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, who since November have 
been holding a 25-year old woman 
who is alleged to have made regular 
trips to fee Middle and Far East 
to bring in drugs.

Congress Warned on Stress 
Of Science Over Humanities

WASHINGTON. Jan. 27 (NTT). 
— Congress was warned yesterday 
that the growing Imbalance of 
s cdence teaching and research over 
humanities is dividing the na- 
tion. destroying its - values and 
making it Impossible for Americans 
to solve society's most serious prob- 
lems. 

Bamaby C. Keeney, historian and 
former president of Brown Univer- 
sity, - now heading the National 
Endowment for the Humanities, 
told a joint congressional subcom- 
mittee that American society tt 
“in real trouble" because of fee 
overwhelming emphasis on science 
and technology. 

“It is - my own conviction feat 
until the electorate and fee persons 
they elect can use historical and 
philosophical material to help de- 
ciderthe r major- public questions of 
the day, we shall not solve those 
problems," Mr. Keeney said. 

First Witness 

He was fee lead-off witness at 
bearings on President Nixon’s pro- 
posed legislation that would double 
direct federal .subsidies to fee arts 
and humanities to $40 million next 
year. The President has also asked 
Congress, to extend thp legislative 
life of fee National Foundation on

Communist failure shattered 
growing alignment between 
Peking and Djakarta and. In 
the process. It may have Indi- 
rectly prompted North Vietnam 
and. North Korea to revise 
their attitudes toward Bed 
China. 

Impact in Peking 

It Is fair conjecture, too, that 
the Communist setback exacer- 
bated tensions In Peking be- 
tween the faction around for- 
mer President Liu Shao-chl, 
which apparently favored the 
coup, and Mao Tse- tong’s parti- 
sans. who hold that People's War 
Is the only valid revolutionary 
strategy. 

In the estimation of Indo- 
nesian and Western specialists - 
here, the prospects for a Com- 
munist revival In the years 
ahead depend on two principal 
factors. 

The first of these factors Is 
the capacity of the remnant 
C ommunis t leaders, now report- 
ed to be In disarray, to achieve 
a degree of unity and shape a 
coherent plan for the future. 

■' The other is the ability of the 
predominantly military govern- 
ment under Gen. Suharto to 
promote domestic, social, eco- 
nomic and political programs to 
curb the potential attraction, of 
Communism. 

At the moment, both the 
Communists and the government 
appear to be aware of their 
respective shortcomings. But, in 
typically alow, mysterious Indo- 
nesian fashion, neither has yet 
been able to turn to effective 
long-range action. 

Organised after World War 1 
by Hendrik Sneevhet, a Dutch 
agent of the Comintern, the In- 
donesian Communist party of- 
fered change from two.. basic 
conditions * -that troubled-' the’ 
people of- this vast archipelago. 

While they themselves built 
their hierarchy along feudahstic 
lines, the Communists promised 
to destroy the traditional pat- 
terns Of authority that still 
persist, particularly in Java. 

During thetr formative yean*,' 
they also promised liberation 
from Dutch colonial role, which 
had transformed Indonesia Into 
a huge plantation. Later, even 
though they backed him, they 
offered p r ospe rity in place of 
ex-Fresldent Sukarno's ruinous 
economic schemes. 

Their main weaknesses, how- 
ever, were impatience and a 
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Keynote. 

Gen. Suharto, the president of Indonesia. 


tendency to Indulge In “Subjec- 
tivism,” which is Marxist- 
Leninist jargon for “wishful 
thinking.” 

In. 1926 and 1927, despite 
Stalin's warning that they were 
“over-rating’' their strength, the 
budding Indonesian Communists 
triggered a series of rebellions 
that were easily put down -„ 
the Dutch police. 

They repeated their error in 
1948. when they tried to stage 
an uprising at Madiun, a town 
In East Java. This time they 
were crushed, with appalling 
losses, by the newly-lndependent 
Sukarno government. 


Flourishing Again 
By the early 1960s, the Com- 
munists were flourishing again, 
now- with Pukarno’o blessing. 
In addition to their card-carry- 
ing members, they . counted 
some 12 million Sympathizers in 
various peasant, student, labor 
and cultural associations. 

Though the precise reasons 
for their conduct have never 
been fully clarified, the Com- 
munists apparently launched 
their coup on the night of Sept. 
30,1965, to prevent a .similar 
move b^ tffe' army. 

But the coup, in which the 
Communists murdered six In- 
donesian generals, misfired 
badly. The army unleashed a 
reign of terror in which an 
estimated half-million suspect- 
ed Communists and fellow 
travelers were slaughtered from 
Sumatra through the eastern- 
most Islands of the 1 archipelago. 
Virtually the entire' Com- 
munist leadership, including the 
party chairman DN. Aldit, was 
killed in the massacre. 1 
After that, Indonesian Com- 
munists who had been visiting 
Peking and survived the holo- 
caust criticized the bungled 


coup as a “form of military ad- 
venturism . . . detached from 
the mosses.” 

Parroting Mao Tse-tung’s 
pinciples, these Communist 
exiles in Peking urged their 
comrades at home to prepare 
fer "armed struggle" by mobiliz- 
ing peasant support. 

Apparently based in New 
Delhi, a pro- So viet faction 
calling itself the Mantist-Lenin- 
ist group of the party emerged 
with pleas to the Communists 
to Ignore Maoist advice and to 
concentrate instead on rebuild- 
ing their political foundations. 

But the surviving -Communist 
leaders in Indonesia chose to 
heed the Chinese. 

In 1967, appointing themselves 
as the new politburo, this group 
proceeded to reconstruct a 
covert and more flexible party 
apparatus apparently modeled 
on the Viet Cong guerrilla or- 
ganization in South Vietnam. 

They created regional bureaus 
responsible for small adminis- 
trative entities and formed vil- 
lage guerrilla units. - They also 
established urban Communist 
committees. 

Th&igfe -'Bk&fcrtPfr^he Indo- 
nesian Army was loyal to Gen. 
Suharto, many military units 
and individual officers had been 
recruited into the Communist 
machine through a clandestine 
network known as the "Biro 
Chusus,” or "Special Bureau.*’ 

Several of ' these units and 
officers continued to be a part 
of the Communist' underground 
after the failure Of the 1965 
coup d'etat 

Emulating Mao, who had re- 
treated to Yenan in the mid- 
1930s, the new Indonesian polit- 
buro decided to ret up a revolu- 
tionary bate in a remote, hUly 
area south of the town of Blitar, 
In East Java.

LONDON, Jan. 27 CUPD.— A 
British physicist today disputed an 
American colleague’s assertion that 
nuclear testing In the United 
States prior to the test-ban treaty 
had caused half a million deaths. 

Prof. Joseph Rotblat, a physicist 
at St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, in 
London, has agreed to appear on 
British television tomorrow to an- 
swer assertions made by Dr. Ernest 
J. Sterogtess, professor of physics 
at the University of Pittsburgh. 

Dr. Stemglass said in an Inde- 
pendent Television documentary 
and again In a British Broadcast- 
ing Carp, radio show that nuclear 
testing had killed 100,000 babies in 
Britain and another 400,000 in the 
.U&ited States. Dr. Sterxtgtess said 
that for each future nuclear test 
another 10,000 would die far each 
megaton exploded. . 

Frol. Rotblat, who win appear 
over the same independent, televi- 
sion program as Dr, Sternglaa, 
said today: 

*T believe that the tones of 
tests carried , out in the past Is 
probably responsible tor a number 
of deaths, but I would estimate 
the number Is 100 tfaum less than 
the figure used by Prof.. Stem- 
glass — anrf certainly not due to 
the cause be described.” 

Dr. Sterhglass said that tor many 
fears the main worry about nu- 
clear testing was that st ro ntium ^ gO 
would get into mUk and into the 
bones nurnlng an increase fn bone 
cancer and even leukemia* 

Dr. -SterhgJass said, however,, 
that evidence has durum there is 
s “daughter” product resulting from 
tha decay of Strontinm-90.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 
(AFi.— Man learned to fill 
teeth as early as 1,000 years 
before be invented the electri- 
cal toothbrush or began put- 
ting fluoride ta bis drinking 
water, a dentist and an an- 
thropologist have reputed. 

Dr. Lucde E. St. Homy, of 
the Smithsonian institution, 
and Dr. Richard T. Koritzer, 
a Glen Bumie. Md, dentist, 
announced that they re- 
cently discovered two beauti- 
fully filled teeth ta a 900- to- 
1 .200-year-old Indian woman's 
skull dug up near St Louis, ' 
Missouri. 

They said the ccment-like 
fillings had constituted “the 
first evidence of a tooth prep- 
aration for therapeutic rea- 
sons ta any prehistoric or an- 
cient population.” 


Roman Rule Vs. Florence: 
Merchants Fight Traffic Ban 


FLORENCE, Jan. 27 (NYT). 
— Color the center of Florence 
blue and the faces of its down- 
town merchants an angry red. 
The blue stands for the ten-acre 
tract ta the heart of the city 
that Is soon to become an ex- 
clusively pedestrian zone. Red 
is the color of the protest no- 
tices ta most of the area’s shop 
windows saying, “No to the « 
blue zone.” v ^ 

The zone is the project of the 
city’s commlsstaner-p refect, 
Guido Paladino, a Roman of- 
ficial appointed by the Italian 
Ministry of the Interior to run 
Florence after the city's own 
elected coun oilmen were unable 
to form a coalition government 
last April. Like two of his pre- 
decessors In the last decade 
who also attempted to remove 
cars from part of the center. 
Mr. P aladino decided the city's 
traffic problems called for dras- 
tic measures. 

Mr. Paladino announced last 
week that he intended to ban 
all private cars, except those 


needed to load and unload goods 
and tourists, from what was 
Roman Florence. The historic 
is bounded on the south 
by the Amo River, on the west 
by Via Tomabnoni, on the east 
by Via de Castdlanl and Via 
del Proconsolo and on the north 
by the cathedral square and the 
Piazza della Republlca. 

Valentino GiannotU, vice- 
president of the Union of Mer- 
chants, says the association does 
not oppose the blue zone ta 
principle. 

“But we are against this blue 
zone,” he explained, “because no 
provision has been made for 
parking lots outside it, for mini- 
bus shuttles and more taxis in- 
side it or for decentralizing the 
administrative offices which 
clog up the area.” 

Although Rome, Bologna and 
Siena have tried similar pro- 
hibitions with varied success 
and Genoa is to adopt a city- 
center traffic ban In February, 
Mr. Giannotti says Florence Is 
totally unprepared for the 
measure. 


U.K. Teachers 
Strike, Asking 
Pay Increase 

6,000 Out for Week; 
Others Han to Follow 

LONDON, Jan. 27 (Reuters).— 
More than 6,000 school teachers, 
complaining they are underpaid and 
overworked, walked out of class- 
rooms today in Britain's biggest 
school strike. 

They intend to stay out for the 
next right days, bringing education 
to a holt ta 450 schools ta England 
and Wales. 

The teachers want a pay raise 
of £135 ($324) a year. FVed Jarvis, 
deputy general secretary of the Na- 
tional Union of Teachers, which 
called the strike, told a strike meet- 
ing in the North of England today 
that negotiations with school man- 
agements had broken down. 

It had happened, he said, because 
the managements wanted the dis- 
pute to go to arbitration, while the 
teachers have no trust In arbitra- 
tion arrangements. They want to 
continue collective bargaining. 
Backed by Other Unions 
Support for the NUT strikers 
came today from another teachers’ 
organization, the 18,000-strong As- 
sociation of Assistant Mistresses. 

A referendum showed that nearly 
all Its members support the 
strikers' dnim. 

There will be even more empty 
classrooms tomorrow when yet a 
third body, the National Associa- 
tion of Schoolmasters, calls out 500 
members In 32 schools in the 
County of Yorkshire. 

Secretary of State for Education 
Edward Short today urged the 
teachers to think again about arbi- 
tration. saying it has been offered 
to them under more favorable con- 
ditions than to anyone else before; 

But union leader Edward Brit- 
ton told the government the stop- 
pages arc aimed at bringing educa- 
tion in some parts of the country 
to a standstill.

President Nixon's message of reassurance 
to American Jewish leaders on the Middle 
East is. Hie Secretary of State Rogers’s 
December speech, a simple restatement of 
long-standing American policy. The two 
statements are perfectly compatible with 
each other and with the position taken by 
the previous administration following the 
2997 Arab- Israeli war. 

The President said that the United States 
believes peace in the Middle East “can be 
based only on agreement between the par- 
ties and that agreement can be achieved 
only through negotiations between them.” 
This Is the philosophy of the Nov. 22, 1967, 
Security Council resolution that the Jo h nson 
administration helped to draft and consis- 
tently supported. It was reiterated by 
Secretary Rogers In his Dec. 9 address when 
he said: “An agreement among the powers 
themselves.” 

This basic principle of American policy is 
In no way inconsistent with the Nixon ad- 
ministration's efforts to facilitate negotia- 
tions by working with other permanent 
members of the Security Council to strength- 
en the mediation mission of UN Ambassador 
fl nnn ar jarring. In the absence of progress 
toward a settlement by the parties them- 
selves, the world community is entitled — 
Indeed, obliged — under the UN Charter to 


seek to promote peace and prevent a new 
war that threatens all nations: 

President Nixon's promise that the United 
States Is “maintaining a careful watch on 
the relative strength of the forces (in the 
Middle East) and .... will not hesitate to 
provide arms to friendly states as the need 
arises" is similar to a pledge President 
Johnson made to Levi Eshkol, the former 
premier of Israel, two years ago. There has 
never been any reason to donbt that the 
new administration would honor that pledge. 
Certainly there is no evidence from the 
fighting fronts to indicate that Israel’s 
military position has been allowed to deteri- 
orate. 

Surely Israelis and their most ardent sup- 
porters here must recognize, as Washington 
has done, that arms alone cannot insure 
Israel’s security in the long run. If the 
United States and Israel axe to be partners 
in Israel’s defense, as they must be as long 
as the Arabs and their arms suppliers pursue 
a policy of war, they should also be partners 
in an unrelenting search for peace. If Mr. 
Nixon's statement has eased unfortunate — 
and we believe unjustified— apprehensions 
over Mr. Rogers’s proposals, that partner- 
ship and the cause of peace will have been 
strengthened.

The Making of Mideast Policy 


Not for the first time, a general presidential 
pronouncement Issued for domestic con- 
siderations has become a major interna- 
tional event with effects unanticipated and 
unsought By this familiar process of polit- 
ical alchemy Mr. Nixon's statement of Sun- 
day to a conference of Jewish leaders here 
was quickly transformed. So far as we can 
understand, the President enunciated those 
elements of past policy most calculated to 
ease the criticism and concern of this par- 
ticular audience. The essential words were: 
“We will not hesitate to provide arms to 
friendly states as the need arises.” Israel 
was identified as “one" of the United 
States' friends. What is so new in any of 
this? 

The answer is that the United States is 
now so eracially involved in the Mideast that 
any White House statement — or silence — 
Immediately has piled upon it the assorted 
hopes and fears of the various parties and 


spectators to the dispute. Thus do some 
Arabs, listening to the Nixon statement, 
come under pressure to denounce it as proof 
of American kowtowing to Israel. Some Is- 
raelis, on the other hand, have reacted no 
less extravagantly by reading the statement 
as a reaffirmation of full American support 
after a period of some little uncertainty. 

The truth, we suspect, is that American 
policy is unchanged: the United States re- 
mains a friend of Israel, and the United 
States remains hopeful of facilitating a set- 
tlement acceptable to Arabs and Israelis 
alike. This being the kind of democracy it 
Is, domestic groups— pro- Arab oilmen one 
day, pro-Israeli Jews the next— use their 
access to the President to urge their views 
upon him. It is bis duty to sort out these 
pressures and phase them into his concept 
of the country’s interests, and we do not 
envy him the task.

The assumption 
is that ultimate decisions of 
Eastern war and peace are made 
in distant capitals and therefore 
France can freely export weapons 
for political objectives serving 
French interests without altering 
any status quo.

The Pompidou 
government had constricted Gaull- 
1st diplomacy from global to Eu- 
ropean and Mpditgryftnpttn circles 
fttiH intensifi ed diplomacy In the in- 
land sea, improving relations with 
Morocco, Algeria and Tunisia and 
eyeing Libya. 

When King Idris was ousted by 
military coup last September the 
French decided the moment had 
come to move. As usual the symbol 
was weapons— above all the Mirage 
jets Israel, paradoxically, had made 
prestigious. 


Several key figures Involved in 
France's action have dose Jewish' 
connections, clearly disproving the

them, president Pompidou is 
stupidly attacked by Communists 
as a “tool of the Rothschilds" be- 
cause of Tifa association, with 
Ranee's leading Jewish family.

‘Cordial Rapport 

Early last Tnrmt-.ii a secret pro- 
tocol was *ri gn*«ri arran g in g for large 
weapons supples.

December 15 
President Pompidou hinted at this 
by anwnnnring “establishment 
of a cordial rapport with the gov- 
ernment of Libya.” 

This is pert of what Ranee 
regards as Mediterranean policy, 
not simply Arab-Israel policy. The 
French bet that Moscow will pre- 
vent the Arabs from destroying 
Israel— the only factor that Induces 
the angry Arabs to lean an Rus- 
sia. 


Accidental Wars 

The French are reassured by 
their own reasoning, but it Is one 
thing— as Moscow discovered in 
1367— to fan Arab emotions and an- 
other thing to control them. More 
wars are started by accident than 
design. Despite French logic, the 
shipment to Libya of a huge num- 
ber of Mirages (considerably more 
than a year’s production, after sub- 
tracting what Ranee Itself needs) 
is not just a Libyan affair. 

The Mirages will almost surely 
be available to Egypt in another 
war despite legal clauses restrict- 
ing their use. Nasser can always 
federate with Libya, granting it 
the second star In his United Arab 
Republic flag (vacated by Syria). 
Then the aircraft would legally be 
bis. 

Certainly Libya can’t ™n or 
service the planes and doesn't need 
them, being surrounded by pro- 
French or pro-Egyptian neighbors. 
And can France, which couldn’t 
control the destination of torpedo 
boats in Cherbourg, control that 
of aircraft in Benghazi? 


Paris is right in UnM-ng Soviet 
Mediterranean policy to Soviet 
Arab policy, both being directly 
reflected in Europe. But the scale 
of its Mediterranean policy is so 
large that the question arises 
whether France, which exceeded its 
capabilities in areas 

Southeast Asia and Nigeria, can 
easily sustain even this less gran- 
diose aspiration.

For a National Growth Policy

President Nixon called on Con- 
gress to join him in developing 
“a national growth policy” aimed 
at channeling the 100 million ad- 
ditional Americans who will join 
the population by the end of this 
century away from our overcrowd- 
ed big cities and into more habit- 
able sections of the country. 

Now, celebration of the Joys arid 
virtues of small town and rural 
life has bear a presidential tradi- 
tion since Jefferson’s time. But 
if administration, officials are 
right in saying that this passage 
of the President's address was 
no casual bit of rhetoric, it 
could signal aa significant a devel- 
opment In the national policy as 
any recent President has initiated. 

There Is no lack of evidence of 
what awaits us if we continue to 
let population trends continue aa 
they have for the past three de- 
cades. But, as James L. Snnd- 
quist of the Brookings Institution 
points out in an article in the cur- 
rent issue of The Public Interest, 
it has been very difficult to en- 
gage the federal government in 
serious planning to change this 
trend. 

Now the Nixon administration— 
so unlike the stereotype of a 
Republican laissez-faire govern- 
ment in its penchant for long- 
range planning — appears ready to 
launch the first serious effort in 
this direction. 

Four Urban Masses 

About time, too. For as Sund- 

qutst notes, if current trends con* 
tinue to the end of the century. 
77 percent of the predicted S00 
million Americans will then be 
jammed into just 11 percent of our 
continental land area. Only 36 
million citizens will live outside 
urban areas. of at least 100.000 pop- 
ulation, and 187 million persons 
(equal to our total population only 
eight years ago) vrill be concen- 
trated in "four huge urban ag- 
glomerations” facing the Atlantic, 
the Pacific, the Gulf of Mexico 
and the Great Lakes. 

It is this grim prospect that Mr. 
Nixon seeks to avert by conscious- 
ly using governmental policy to 
change the trend that saw 
“a third of our counties lose pop- 
ulation in the sixties.” as he said, 
while "the violent and decayed 
central cities of our great metro- 
politan complexes [became] the 
most conspicuous area of failure 
In American life today.'*

adequate. What is important is 
simply the tot that the President 
chose to highlight the problem of 
population b a l an c e and has com- 
mitted TrtVi administration to action 
on it.

Lyrical Lorca 

In Marseilles 

M arseilles.— T he inherent 

lyricism and the blend of . 

reality *r»A fantasy that attracts 
.composers of all nationalities 
.- And - artistic persuasions to the 
plays of Federico Garda Lorca 
have rarely been so sympatheti- 
cally served as to " M a ri a na 
Pineda,” which has Just -been 
given /its first perfo rm a n ce by 
the opera here.; ■ 

- it took some coarage to mount 
this work, for although It won 
the Prince Tierre of. -Monaco 
Prize for lyric composition - a 


bye shied from publicity as wen 
as from all the schools 

of contemporary, music. It seems 
that he is a' composer in his 
60s,, of French nationality but 
Germanic origin, although the 
only biographical information 
he ' furnished for the program 
was that he was "bom • in the 
first half ol the 20tb century 
and- died In the second half.” 
He also describes hfmseif as 
self-taught, although be has 
also been a student of Hinde- 
mith; - Honegger and Milhaud 
among others. This is justified 
by an approach to lyric theater 
that is at once eclectic and 
highly original, not -the least 
of its originality being a su- 
preme reliance on the human 
voice for .'commmrication. The 
continuous cantilena of the 
vocal writing is both folk-like 
and sophisticated, both modem 
and traditional, without falling 
into any of the available 
cliches. 

Historical Play 

■ The play Is Lorca’s second, 
and his only historical piece— 
M^rfarm piuqda was executed 
In 1831 for her part In an up- 
rising during the tyrannical 
and disastrous, reign of Ferdi- 
nand VH. The other principal 
characters are her lover, who 


would-be lover and the lecher- 
ous, Scarpia-like governor. 

The composer subtly evokes 
this real Spanish atmosphere 
in folk-Hke lyric lines and with 
percussive and rhythmic effects. 
Yet the atmosphere Is always 
allusive rather than literal, and 
the spare orchestral score both 
accompanies the singers and 
main twins an interest on : its 
own. The occasional long- 
windedness must be blamed on 
■ the composer's decision to set 
the entire Lorca text! 

The Marseilles production was 
admirably cast, .and In particu- 
lar the title role, with the mezzo- 
soprano Cora Canne-Meijer. 
convincingly' beautiful in per- 
son and voice for the revolu- 
tionary heroine. Roger Soyer 
and Robert Savoie sang strong- 
ly as, respectively, the runaway 
lover and the brutal go v ernor. 
Louis Ducreux’s staging was 
straightforwardly effective, but 
rather' mechanical and lacking 
in poetic effects, a reproach 
that must also be made for the 
sets and costumes of Bernard 
Daydg, as antiseptic as they 
were attractive. But there was 
more than enough to beguile 
the ear, and no kumJT credit 
for this must go to the high 
overall music level under Rey- 
nald GlOTaninetti. 


Bv Thomas Quinn Curtiss 
pARIS, Jan. 27.— Jean Anouilh 
Is the favorite modem play- 
wright in France, a position he 
has occupied for more than 20 
years. He has been consistently 
more popular with the public 
than he has been with the crit- 
ics. Not long ago when one of 
his plays— Tanwe Bftos”— 
triumphed over a set of poor 
notices, he exclaimed with glee- 
ful sarcasm: “What a failure— 
for the critics!" 

As though to make amends 
for their previous slights,- the 
critics hailed his “Cher An- 
toine.” a Flrandelloesque prov- 
ing of a dramatist’s psyche, as 
a masterwark when it opened 
at the Comgdle des Champs- 
Elystos last autumn. The second 
Anouilh play of the season, “Les 
Poissons Rouges." has Just ar- 
rived at the Theatre de l’CEuvre 
to receive a similar welcome 
from the critics and at the box 
office. 

Anouilh's latest comedy, a 
study in black and rose, again 
has a playwright as its prota- 
gonist and once more his given 
name is Antoine. T.( ^p his Belle 
Bpoque colleague, his head 
buzzes with schizophrenic 
memories and we find him 
trying frantically to place the 
revealing incidents of his life in 
some order. He fumbles long over 
the puzzle, but in a happy end- 
ing the companionship of his 
little son consoles him for the 
stings and arrows of outrageous 
fortune. 

The title is the clue to ths 
man. As a little boy Antoine 
urinated into the parlor gold- 
fish bowl and was severely 
scolded by his grandmother. 
This misdemeanor and its repri- 
mand haunt him. This is a 
typical Anouilh: . few authors 
have harped more on petty 


human weaknesses, be they of 
the heart, the mind or the blad- 
der— a teait that Jouvet found 
repulsive in Anouilh's plays. 

The present Antoine is a 
contemporary dramatist, thus 
Anouilh has a modem setting. 
“Cher Antoine” seemed often in 
the style of something by De Cu- 
re!. while “Les Poissons Rou- 
ges" with its bare stage; its 
scarcity of props and its sketchy 
scales is rather after manner 
of Fflicien Marceau. 

Although Anouilh is an expert 
at matters theatrical, there is 
a laxity to his construction here 
that befogs the progress of “Les 
Poissons Rouges.” But the parts 
are mare important than the 
whole. Employing the flash, 
back technique, he pictures, 
often very brilliantly, the mem- 
ories that trouble his anti- 
hero. For sheer stage writing, 
the scene between Antoine and 
tile offended hunchback doctor 
is a minor masterpiece. 

The direction by the author, 
assisted as usual by Roland Fie- 
tri, is of a rare efficiency, but it 
is the acting, above all. that 
transforms the text into such 
rewarding theater. Jean-Pi erre 
Marielle is the self-mocking dra- 
matist; Michel Galabru, the 


leech-like friend whose pretense 
of good-fellowship masks his 
profound envy and implacable 
hate: Pascal Mazzotti. the de- 
formed doctor: Madeleine Bar- 
bu lee. the eternal mother-in- 
law: Yvonne Clech, Antoi- 


ne’s wife; arid Claude Sterv 
tnann has a few charming bits 
as Antoine's cheeky little son. 
The actors give full body to this 
grotesque rogue's gallery, mak- 
ing them human, all too human, 
as their ironic creator intended.

At today's dose, 
It was down 21 percent from lost 
year's high of 96855 and 23 percent 
below the 1966 high. 

The exchange's composite index 
Joined the list of leading Indicators, 
touching a new 1969-1970 low os 
it finished at 4954. down 024 point. 

Trading volume dipped to 9.63 
million shares from 10.67 million 
shares yesterday as many investors 
continued to hug the sidelines for 
some encouraging news about the 
economy. 

Adding to the gloom is the cur- 
rent flow of corporate earnings 
whlbh. in some cases have been 
even mare disappointing than Wall 
Street expected. 

Twelve of the IS most-active 
stocks closed with losses, two show- 
ed advances and one was unchang- 
ed. The gainers were Telex, which 
Jumped 6 1-4, to 251 1% and 
Walter Kiddle, which rose 2 118 
to SB. 

The conglomerate’s chairman 
was quoted today as saying he did 
not think fee company would 
disappoint analysts who are look- 
ing for Kidde to report earnings of 
$350 a share for 1969.

The 62-year-old broker, who spe- 
cialized in lending out borrowed 
money, authorized a statement yes- 
terday that his Mnnpragym Indus- 
trie Anlagen investment company 
was unable to meet demands by 
90 creditors in fee total amount 
of $873 million. The statement said 
Mr. Munemaim had requested de- 
ferment and pleaded wife credi- 
tors to accept a lesser interest rate 
as of Jan. 1, 1970. 

The difficulties of his financial 
empire, which was comprised of 25 
companies, were widely attributed 
to haphazard business practices 
and a lack of foresight The cur- 
rent liquidity squeeze bared these 
shortcomings. 

Rising interest rates forced Mr. 
Mimgman n to declare his in- 
solvency. He could not pay bis 
creditors $700,000 In Interest requir- 
ed in fee first quarter of 1970. 

The $872 million which he lent 
out as long-term loans earn him 
only 6 percent interest. His credi- 
tors now demand between 7 and 
21 percent interest on their short- 
term credits.

North and South were using a 
stron g club system, and the re- 
sponse of one heart was positive 
and showed a five-card suit. 
The rebid by North showed a 
hand equivalent to a standard 
no-trump opening, and South ■ 
hinted at slam possibilities by 
the jump rebid in hearts. 

North's sudden leap to Black- 
wood was Ill-advised, for he had 
nothing in reserve. The fact 
that he felt compelled to stop 
short of slam when South show- 
ed an ace emphasized his previ- 
ous error: if a player who finds 
that the partnership has three 
aces is not willing to bid a slam, 
be was wrong to use Blackwood 
in the first place. 

An opening club lead would 
have been fatal, but West decid- 
ed that a trump would be least 
likely to give away a trick. 
South won with the ten. drew 
trumps in two more rounds and 
faced an interesting planning 
problem. 

There were ten sure tricks 
and various chances of making 
the 11th. South tried the spade 
finesse, which failed. When 
East won he returned a spade 
to dummy's king. The diamonds 
were tested and when the Jack 
did not fall South had to ruff 
the fourth round and try a dub 
lead. East made two dub tricks 
to defeat the contract. 

South was certainly unlucky 
to fail, for all three side suits 
lay badly for him. Yet his play 
was not the best. 

After drawing trump he 
should have played the diamond 
queen, led to the diamond king 
and played a low club from 
dummy. If East has the dub 
queen, a dub trick is develop- 
ed and the spade finesse be- 


comes unnecessary. If West has 
the dub queen. South can still 
try both minor suits in search 
of his llth trick and take the 
spade finesse at the finish if 

necessary.

THE AIR NET: THE CASE AGAINST 
THE WORLD AVIATION CARTEL 

By ST. a. J. PUlai. Grossman. 212 pp. gSss.

rpHE most efficient c turner 
abuse occurs when its per- 
petrators institutionalize it in 
such a camples and authorita- 
tive manner that the victims 
know little of the abuse and 
nothing of 'the perpetrator. 
Few international air passen- 
gers have ever heard of the In- 
ternational Air Transport As- 
sociation. Much less do they 
possess an elementary under- 
standing of what Dr. Plllal calls 
“one of the most powerful and 
authoritarian private interna- 
tional cartels that the world 
has ever seen." 

Yet LATA, as a private busi- 
ness association of international 
airlines, fixes rates, fares and 
other conditions of air travel 
and thereby determines who 
i-an and cannot fly by keeping 
prices much higher than would 
prevail in a competitive indus- 
try. Since the aviation industry 
is heavily subsidized — directly 
and indirectly— by taxpayers 
and is rightly considered by 
many analysts as a “world pub- 
lic utility." the users' stake in 
IATA is undeniable. 

The absence of a user or con- 
sumer voice, with or without 
government, in IATA's delibera- 
tions and decisions caught Dr. 
Piliai's attention while he was 
studying for a graduate degree 
at Yale Law school His doc- 
toral thesis about this secret 
society, relying heavily on a 
meticulous search of the avail- 
able documents and a sense of 
relevant logic, unravels for the 
first time its intricate controls 
and sanctions over international 
aviation. 

In brief, the situation he 
depicts Is as follows: IATA, 
with headquarters in Montreal, 
receives its authority to fix air- 
line tariffs from various bOat-" 
eral agreements between vari- 
ous governments. These agree- 
ments reserve the right of gov- 
ernments to -suspend or reject 
these rates. In practice, how- 
ever, the combined lobby of 
state-owned and private airlines 
has overwhelmed any attempts, 
including that of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board, to block rate

Meeting in secret at various 
cities around the world. IATA 
permits no access to its rate- 
making machinery on behalf of 
shippers, passengers of govern- 
ments. These meetings develop 
price structures that further 
codify restrictive practices, pro- 
tect the most inefficient of air- 
lines. amalgamate a massive 
number of political variables — 
and make all these decisions 
without any explanation and 
analysis that would allow ex- 
ternal evaluation. 

What emerges from these 
long, arduous IATA conferences 
— some extending six weeks or 
more at an estimated cost to 
the airlines of $10,000 an hour- 
are the predictable results of 
the cartel system. These In- 
clude an artificially high rate- 
and-fare celling that reduces 
the volume of passengers, the 
diversion of competition into 
wastefully deceptive promotions 
about alleged service and aes- 
thetic distinctions between the

Making . toe presentation was 
Edward E. Carlson, a Beattie hotel 
owner who heads the committee of 
businessmen that is seeking to 
turn the club into a nonprofit 
corporation. 

He was. joined by Gov. Daniel J. 
Evans of Washington, Seattle 
Mayor Wes -Ublm&n, A tty. Gen. 
Slade Goron and King County 
executive John Bprilman. 

Under the plan, al£ profits from 
the Pilots' operations would be 
distributed to local and state cul- 
tural, educational and community 
service institutions. 

"Any motive of private gain by 
the new ownership would be eli- 
minated,” said Carlson.

Dr. Spock and the Sick Society

WASHINGTON. — Reuben 

* ’ Mills, winner of the Loser 
of the Year Award for 196&-70. 
was in town over the weekend. 
He had hoped to cash in on 
his award by some 

guest appearances on television, 
but naturally none of the local 
TV- hosts or hostesses wanted 
him. 

"You can't blame them." the 
distinguished loser argued over 
coffee at an expensive hotel 
restaurant. “Frankly, if I had 
my own television show. I 
wouldn't want me on it either. 
Scientifically structured surveys 
show that I am regarded with 
more contempt and loathing 
this year than any other man 
in America." 

“You must be very proud." 

Mills shrugged. “At least it's 
a distinction.” he said. “Until 
the Loser of the Year Award 
came along. 1 was beginning to 
think I was a nobody." 

Mills was accompanied by 
Marsha MacMurphy. editor of 
Hnppeu. the fashion magazine 
which sponsors the Loser of the 
Year Award. She said that 
Mills would be the subject of 
a beautifully photographed fea- 
ture story, which would show 
him being thumbed out of TV 
studios, refused service at fash- 
• ionable restaurants and so 
fortlL

How did Mills come to Hap- 
pens attention? Miss Mac- 
Murphy discovered him herself. 
“I was In Men's Furnishings at 
Finkel’s Department Store." 
Mills recalled. “I had just 
bought a dozen thin neckties." 

“This was last September, 
mind you." Miss MacMurphy 
said, "when no American of 
any stature whatsoever, if we 
omit President Nixon, had 
bought a thin necktie for the 
iiast six months." 

“Actually." Mills said, taking 
up the story- "she laughed so 
hard she didn't even notice 
that I didn't have any side- 
bums." 

"That's right." Miss Mac- 
Murphy conceded. “It wasn't 
until we got him down to the 
office for photographs that I 
said to our photographer: 
'Doesn't that creep have the 
funniest looking head you've 
ever seen?’ ” 

"The whole magazine staff 
came in and had a good laugh," 
Mills recalled. 

“Well," said Miss MacMur- 


phy “I began to suspect our 
friend here was probably an 
abject of derision or distaste to 
almost any American group one 
could name. I began checking 
them off with, him." 

“Some things were obvious 
immediately," Mills recalled. 
“Like my thin neckties and not 
having sideburns. And. of 
course, my age. I'm not only 
over 30. but look it." 

“How disgusting can a man 
get!" Miss MacMurphy manag- 
ed to exclaim between onsets 
of laughter. "Over 301 Well. I 
could see he was white, of 
course, but there was some- 
thing about him that gave me 
a hunch. Maybe it was those 
thin neckties. I mean, this 
man was really from the Stone 
Age! So I said: T can see 

you're white, all right, but you 
wouldn't by any chance happen 
to be a liberal, too?’ ’’ 

“She hit it on the nose, all 
right.” said Mills.

“I began adding up the 
score." Miss MacMurphy said. 
“Over 30, and probably over 40 
by the look of him— that meant 
he was an object of loathing 
to at least half the population. 
One hundred million infants, 
prepub escents. adolescents, col- 
lege students and young mar- 
rieds. A white liberal — that 
made him ridiculous to the 
black population os well as the 
white-conservative, the white 
new-left and the entire Repub- 
lican population. Thin ties — 
that meant that headwarters 
laughed at him. No sideburns 
—that made him a man no 
woman would want to be 
caught at an X movie with." 

“Also." Mills crowed, “I lived 
in the suburbs." 

“Not only that." said Miss 
MacMurphy. “he drove a Cadil- 
lac!." 

“And wore gray flannel 
suits!" roared Mills. 

You could sec he was very 
proud of himself. All over the 
restaurant persons were look- 
ing at him with hatred and 
disgust. The headwaiter came 
and said the management wish- 
ed he would leave. Mills made 
a scene. Two policemen were 
called. They bustled him out 
with relish. “You can tell he 
makes 20 or 25 t.hnmtap d g 
year." one policeman explained. 
"If there's one thing we cant 
stand. It's a guy who belongs 
to the upper middle class." 


DECENT AND INDECENT; 

OUR PERSONAL AND POLITICAL BEHAVIOR 

By Benjamin Spock. McCalL 210 pp. S5S5. 
Reviewed by Henry Steele Commager 


■TOR years now there has 
* been a widespread tendency 
to blame much of the revolt 
of youth — bad manners, offen- 
sive dress, allergy to discipline 
—bn Dr. Spock. whose many 
books on baby and child care 
are supposed to have preached 
the doctrine of “permissivenfiss.” 
Whether the famous doctor did 
indeed counsel what members 
of his generation mean by per- 
missiveness need not detain us. 
Certainly in "Decent and In- 
decent," Dr. Spock is anything 
but permissive. 

For 25 years Dr. Spock ad- 
dressed himself to mothers; in 
the past six or seven years he 
has addressed himself to their 
children. It is this new role which 
landed him in the courts for 
conspiring to persuade young 
men not to register for the 
draft, and thus, for hampering 
the conduct of the war: a seri- 
ous business this, and though 
it is hard to Imagine the 
benevolent doctor engaging in 
treason, that charge was made 
more than once. The whole 
country was an interested party: 
The issues raised by the trial 
went to the heart of the Bill 
of Rights, of the problem of 
civil disobedience, and of mor- 
ality. Alas, Dr. Spock has 
nothing to say about the trial, 
or about the draft either, and 
while lie has good deal to 
say about the war it has all 
been said before. 

Warning 

What Dr. Spock attempts 
here is a larger inquiry, partly 
psychological, partly moral, into 
the sickness of our society. 
Again, it is a familiar activity, 
one, indeed, that now engages 
so many commentators that it 
should doubtless be allotted a 
special category in the next 
Bureau of the Census ’i&t of 
occupations. Dr. Spock warns 
us at once that he proposes 
to inquire how our society lost 
its sense of direction, its ideal- 
ism and its morality. The In- 
quiry Is psychological and even 
psychiatric. It is social, it is po- 


litical; it covers pretty much 
the whole of the .waterfront: 
sexuality, the origins of aggres- 
siveness, education, religion, 
politics, war. "These topics,* 
says Dr. Spock. "may sound so 
disparate as to hardly belong 
under one title. .But not at all. 
They have a common theme: 
the failure of Americans to un- 
derstand deeper human moti- 
vations, to look honestly and 
critically at our irrational, self- 
defeating reactions." 

This so unds scien- 

tific and dispassionate. But 
there is nothing dispassionate 
about Dr. Spock. T have spent 
my life, ” he writes, "studying and 
advising how to bring up chil- 
dren to be wen adjusted and 
happy. Now I see the futility 
of such efforts If these children 
are th*»n to be incinerated in an 
1m beetle war, or if, when grown, 
they find life disillusioning be- 
cause the society they inherit 
is confused about sex and 
gender and brutality, is per- 
verted hi its internal and ex- 
ternal aims by power-obsessed 
leaders, and seems oblivious to 
the loving and creative poten- 
tialities of our species." 

Dr. Spock begins his analysis 
with the familiar, but ever 
fresh, complaint of dehumani- 
zation — in the arts, in educa- 
tion, in work, in life itself. He 
is not content to blame science 
and technology for this, but in- 
clined to blame -man, especially 
Yngm in Am erica He finite the 
basis of the trouble In large 
part in the sexual nature of 
man, in sexual training, sexual 
attitudes— or In the perversion 
of these— and a substantial part 
of this book is devoted to a con- 
sideration of the sexual revo- 
lution of our time: “In our so- 
called emancipation from our 
Puritan past, I think we have 
lost our bearings." On the 
awkward question of obscenity 
Dr. Spock ranges hemself boldly 
on- the side of those who would 
censor expression or conduct 
that outrages community senti- 
ment or violates community 
standards. 

Now Dr. Spock turns to the

theme which we associate with 
his recent activities: -tin- war. 
It is, he says, an “imbecile” war, 
and so it Is. But how did it 
happen that an otherwise in- 
telligent and v rii-wpftTitng peo- 
ple got themselves Involved In 
an imbecile war? And if almost 
everyone, from the President on 
down, is prepared to admit that 
the war was, and is, a mistake, 
how does it happen that they 
are unable to end It? 

Our difficulty. Dr. Spock as- 
serts. is not intellectual but 
moral But he does not really 
mean that: He means that it 
is psychological. T he sickness 
of our society is bom of hatred 
tor the kind of society we have 
made, or the kind that 
science and technology have 
betrayed us into making; the 
war is bom of deep-seated ag- 
gressive instincts — instincts 
rooted in the sexual drives of 
childhood and of adolescence, 
in cnmp g fr i ir> vanity, 

in complexes about virility. In 
paranoia. 

Last Word 

But what is to be done about 
it? “I decided." Dr. Spock 
says, "that we are not likely 
to save the world by attempt- 
ing to reform the old parties, 
which are financially indebted 
to business, but must build a 
new political movement that 
will be unambiguously anti- 
imperialist and responsive to 
human needs.” This is, the 
last we hear of this hopeful 

progr am. 


Dr. Spock devotes some final 
pages to the problems of the 
universities. Here he is not at 
his happiest. He ohserves, quite 
rightly, that in their opposition 
to the war, the draft, racism, 
pollution, and so forth, the 
young are quite clearly on the 
right trade, and that they have 
helped dramatize the need for 
reform in these areas. The 
moral here is clear: When the 
young address their attention 
and their protests to those 
institutions and policy makers 
responsible for these evils, they 
do a public .service. Let them 
then protest the Pentagon, the 
State Department, the military- 
industrial complex, the labor 
unions, political machines that 
fail democracy and courts that 
fail to do justice. 

But this Is not at all Dr. 
Spock’s conclusion. He cele- 
brates their attack not on these 
institutions but on the univer- 
sities. But the university is not 
responsible for the evils that 
distress the young. Quite the 
contrary: It can claim at least 
some responsibility for the 
students who protest these evils. 
To attack the university Is to 
attack the one major Institution 
that has pretty consistently 
been the critic of the Establish- . 
ment, and the innovator In 
society. 

Dr. Spock is a great man; to 
the young, and not to the 
young alone, he is an heroic 
figure. Society owes him a deep 
debt, for the dignity with 
which he has conducted him- 
self, for his courage, for his 
integrity, for his indefatigable 
service to the commonwealth. 
His book is full of insights, of 
lofty sentiments and of right- 
eous indignation which most of 
us can share. What it lacks is 
logical consistency. What it 
lacks is what the protest move- 
ment most needs — just what 
Dr. Spock him»»Tf provided in 
his sponsorship of the march 
on Washington, in argu- 
ment against the legality of the 
war and of the draft, in his 
appeal to a higher law and to 
the historic right of civil dis- 
obedience to tyrannical and 
Immoral governments.
